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When  I called  Margot  Kuhn,  '70,  at  her  office,  I could  barely 

hear  her  over  the  din  of  the  scarlet  macaws.  It  was  lunchtime 
in  Ohio  and  these  parrots  — and  tiger  and  rhinos  and  deer  — 
were  hungry.  Like  the  ostrich  at  left,  the  macaws  are  only  a few  of  the 
"children”  that  Margot  cares  for  as  Curator  of  Education  at  Kings 
Island  Wild  Animal  Habitat.  Her  story  begins  on  page  two. 

In  this  issue,  Margot  joins  four  other  alumnae  — Carol  Norris, 
Maggie  Jones,  Diana  Raphael,  and  Priscilla  Fawcett  — to  tell  the  story 
of  their  lives  since  Pine  Manor. 

Carol  Mason  Norris,  '65,  describes  her  journey  as  "fighting  from  the 
trenches  while  blinded."  She  has  spent  the  past  fifteen  years  in 
marketing,  teaching,  and  business  positions  and  now  has  her  own 
market  research/strategic  planning  firm  in  Denver. 

In  contrast,  Maggie  Jones,  '69,  has  spent  the  past  several  years 
training  to  rehabilitate  injured  hawks  and  owls.  A woodworker, 
farmer,  and  falconer,  she  lives  on  her  115-acre  farm  in  Wisconsin. 

Like  Maggie,  a commitment  to  live  in  the  country  shaped  the 
decisions  of  Diana  Morris  Raphael,  '69.  Her  work  has  ranged  from 
starting  a rural  preschool  to  working  as  a weaver  in  Vermont.  She  has 
delivered  two  children  at  home  and  built  a passive-solar  house  by  hand 
with  her  husband. 

Finally,  Priscilla  Fawcett,  '66,  has  worked  in  South  Korea  with  the 
American  Red  Cross,  become  a disc  jockey  in  San  Diego,  been  a 
delegate  for  the  World  Christian  Anti-Communist  League,  and 
traveled  the  world  for  a year. 

Among  them,  they  have  raised  children,  crossed  the  globe,  estab- 
lished businesses,  lost  jobs,  moved  in  and  out  of  marriages  — all  of  the 
gains  and  losses  that  make  up  human  experience.  But  what  sets  them 
apart  is  also  what  binds  them  — the  extraordinary  quality  of  their 
ordinary  lives.  Like  most  alumnae  in  the  sixties  they  left  Pine  Manor 
without  a prescribed  "life  plan,"  but  with  a desire  to  create  a lifestyle 
uniquely  their  own.  To  read  their  journeys  is  to  share  in  their  curiosity 
and  courage,  to  be  heartened  by  their  persistence,  and  to  be  expanded 
by  their  energy  and  strength.

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Caring  for  Critters: 

Life  in  a Wildlife  Preserve

Look,  mom!  No  feathers!  This  baby  scarlet  macaw  is  one  of  25  macaws  raised  through  Kings 
Island's  captive  breeding  program.  Full  grown,  he  will  sport  brilliant  plumage. 


It's  still  dark  outside  as  I turn  the 
key  to  my  office.  I pass  through 
dark  hallways  and  switch  on  the 
lights.  Screams,  squawks,  chirps,  and 
chatters  break  the  still  morning  air. 
“Good  morning,"  I yell.  “Hellooooo," 
return  the  parrots  from  down  the  hall. 
My  day  begins  at  the  wildlife  preserve. 

Early  on,  while  at  Pine  Manor,  I 
decided  that  if  I had  to  spend  most  of 
my  waking  hours  working,  they  had 
better  be  hours  I would  enjoy.  Now, 
as  Curator  of  Education  at  the  Wild 
Animal  Habitat  at  Kings  Island,  Ohio, 
I love  my  work.  Located  just  north  of 
Cincinnati,  the  Habitat's  100  acres 
provide  a year-round  home  for  over 
400  animals  representing  50  species 
from  Africa,  Asia,  and  the  Americas. 
Begun  11  years  ago  as  a special  exhibit 
for  an  amusement  park.  Kings  Island 
is  now  an  accredited  zoological  park 
whose  purposes  are  education, 
conservation,  research,  and 
entertainment. 

After  Pine  Manor,  I explored  my 
love  for  wildlife  as  a volunteer  at  the 
Cincinnati  Zoo.  My  boss  introduced 
me  to  the  typewriter,  file  cabinet,  and 
phone.  But  I had  little  interest  in  typ- 
ing. So,  within  two  weeks,  I was 
designing  signs,  assisting  with  educa- 
tion programs,  and  caring  for  an  or- 
phaned baby  monkey.  Later,  with  a 
team  of  volunteers,  I shared  a 24-hour 
“gorilla  watch"  over  pregnant 
Penelope  who  had  a history  of  not 
caring  for  her  babies.  One  night  dur- 
ing my  solitary  watch,  Penelope  sud- 
denly grabbed  hold  of  the  bars  and 
delivered  Ramses  I!  It  was  incredible. 
Since  gorilla  births  in  captivity  in  1971 
were  rare,  the  newspaper  heralded 
me  as  “the  first  woman  to  witness  a 
gorilla  birth."  Shortly  after,  with  the 
zoo  nursery  filling  up,  I landed  my 
first  paid  wildlife  job. 


My  “babies"  included  Ramses,  two 
year-old  gorillas,  four  leopards,  a 
lion,  a gibbon,  three  ring-tailed 
lemurs,  one  Himalayan  tahr,  two  red 
uakaris,  a deer,  and  a baboon.  I 
worked  the  night  shift,  alone.  Down 
the  hall,  big  gorillas  and  orangutans 
snored  as  I cleaned  and  fed  my 
charges.  Little  leopards  shredded  my 
arms  as  they  scrambled  for  their  bot- 
tles. Baby  gorillas  cooed  or  threw  tan- 
trums (just  like  humans),  and  various 
animals  left  their  droppings  over 
every  part  of  my  anatomy.  But  did 


you  know  that  lemurs  purr,  monkeys 
play  tag  with  deer,  and  gorillas  actu- 
ally laugh?  I was  hooked!  Caring  for 
critters  was  in  my  blood;  I could  and 
would  make  this  my  career. 

I entered  Washington  University  in 
St.  Louis  and  majored  in  animal  be- 
havior with  Dr.  Michael  Fox  (whose 
specialty  was,  of  course,  wolves, 
foxes,  and  other  canids).  Through  Dr. 
Fox,  I worked  helping  Wildlife  Artist 
Richard  Grossenheider  ( Peterson's 
Field  Guide  to  Mammals)  care  for  his 
compound  for  wolves,  coyotes,  foxes.

cougar  and  bobcat.  At  Washington, 
the  wolves  became  my  teachers;  they 
were  as  valuable  as  my  formal  course 
work. 

Wolves  are  amazing  creatures  — 
not  at  all  like  the  villains  so  many 
fables  describe.  Did  you  know  that 
there  is  not  one  documented  case  of  a 
wild,  healthy  wolf  attacking  a person? 
Hearsay  stories  have  formed  people's 
fears.  In  fact,  wolves  are  shy,  loyal, 
loving  family  members  whose  first 
concern  is  the  care  of  their  family. 
Their  elaborate  growls  and  snarls  and 
hackles  and  tail  raising  are  very  spe- 
cific sophisticated  nonviolent  behav- 
iors used  to  communicate  among  pack 
(family)  members. 

My  most  memorable  moment  with 
the  wolves  was  when  I was  included 
in  a family  howl.  Howling  to  wolves  is 
like  singing  to  people.  They  howl 
when  they  feel  good.  They  also  howl 
to  rally  together  before  hunting.  Their 
howling  excites  and  alerts  the  pack  so 
they  will  work  well  together  to  suc- 
ceed in  their  hunt  and  survive. 

Wolves  don't  howl  with  just  anyone\ 
You  have  to  merit  inclusion  in  such  a 
close-knit  family  event.  When  the 
wolves  finally  included  me  in  their 
howling,  they  crowded  around  me, 
rubbing  against  me  and  each  other, 
tails  wagging,  noses  in  the  air,  singing 
their  hearts  out.  It  sent  happy,  jubi- 
lant chills  up  my  spine.  I was  ac- 
cepted. Besides  that,  the  pure  sound 
of  their  voices  changing  pitch  and 
harmonizing  in  my  ear  thrilled  me 
beyond  compare.  This  sound  of  the 
wild  will  always  bring  an  uncontrolla- 
ble smile  to  my  face  and  warm  feelings 
to  my  heart. 

After  a stint  helping  establish  a wolf 
pack  with  a professor  from  Purdue,  I 
started  graduate  school  at  the  Univer- 


sity of  Michigan  in  the  School  of  Natu- 
ral Resources.  There,  I worked  for  and 
acquired  a Master's  in  Natural  Re- 
sources: Policy  and  Administration. 
But  even  before  I completed  my  de- 
gree, I knew  working  in  a downtown 
bureaucracy  would  drown  my  ambi- 
tion to  teach  people  to  love  wildlife 
and  natural  systems.  Enter  Kings 
Island. 

In  1979, 1 was  hired  to  develop  an 
education  department  at  the  Wild 
Animal  Habitat.  Due  to  budget  cut-

backs,  I found  myself,  after  three 
years  of  graduate  work,  right  back  to 
feeding  one  end  of  a variety  of  animals 
and  shoveling  after  the  other.  I did  get 
to  work  with  new  animals,  however.  I 
cared  for  elephants,  rhinoceros, 
tigers,  camels,  penguin,  pelican,  gi- 
raffes, and  more. 

All  animals,  like  people,  have  dis- 
tinct personalities.  Gonzo,  the  male 
rhinoceros,  was  a marshmallow.  He 
liked  nothing  better  than  to  have  you 
scratch  his  ears,  chin,  and  belly.  That 
big  guy  would  stand,  eyes  closed,  for 


what  seemed  like  hours,  savoring 
being  patted.  The  adult  tigers,  too, 
loved  attention.  They  would  greet 
you  and  talk  in  this  soft  mumbly  voice 
the  entire  time  you  were  working 
around  them.  The  ostrich,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  a much  more  danger- 
ous animal.  The  defensive  kick  of  its 
huge  nailed  foot  can  kill  even  a lion. 
He  would  constantly  chase  staff 
people  and  try  to  run  them  off.  With 
such  a small  brain,  the  ostrich  doesn't 
operate  much  beyond  his  instinct  to 
guard  his  territory. 

After  two  years,  my  education  de- 
partment dream  became  a reality.  1 
was  terribly  excited  because  it  was  my 
project  alone  to  create  and  carry  out. 
Now,  as  Curator,  I manage  the 
monorail  train  tour  operation,  write 
the  lecture  to  be  delivered,  and  train 
and  manage  a staff  of  18  from  April  to 
October.  Each  spring,  I conduct  tours 
for  children  — last  year  it  was  4363 
children  in  28  days.  This  fall,  I im- 
plemented a new  animal  program  for 
school  children  called  Wildlife  Dis- 
covery Days.  It  included  a monorail 
tour,  a special  dolphin  show,  a 
wildlife  lecture  and  movie,  and 
close-up  introductions  to  the  animals 
in  the  nursery.  For  two  days,  6000 
children  and  teachers  from  as  far 
away  as  Kentucky  packed  the  pre- 
serve. It  was  a tremendous  success; 
we  plan  to  expand  the  program  to 
three  days  next  year.

During  the  winter,  I travel  to  the 
schools  to  lecture  with  the  animals.  It 
is  delightful  to  watch  students  re- 
spond first  with  amazement,  hesita- 
tion, and  nervous  laughter,  then  with 
interest  and  concern,  and  finally  with 
a desire  to  know  how  to  protect  their 
wildlife  neighbors.  My  special  ambas- 
sadors include  baby  tigers,  cougar, 
lions,  scarlet  macaws,  lemurs,  and  a 
golden  lion  tamarin. 

Of  course,  sometimes  my  able  as- 
sistants sabotage  my  efforts  to  repre- 
sent them  as  wild  and  dignified  crea- 
tures. My  macaw  friend  burst  into 
laughter  in  the  midst  of  my  very  seri- 
ous message.  A tamarin  (a  tiny  mon- 
key) ran  down  my  shirt  and  played 
marathon  runner  around  my  waist.  A 
tiger  cub  left  a souvenir  on  the  class- 
room rug,  and  a ring-tailed  lemur 
played  fireman,  rescuing  pencils  and 
pens  from  the  teacher's  desk,  dashing 
up  the  curtain,  and  stashing  them  in 
the  lining.  Even  these  moments  are 
valuable.  The  kids  learn  that  animals 
have  senses  of  humor  and  are  not  so 
frightening.  Usually  they  giggle  and 
root  the  animals  along.  They  are  learn- 
ing to  be  sympathetic  to  wildlife;  it  is 
the  beginning  of  attitude  change. 

Last  summer  I spent  two  months 
being  filmed  for  a children's  cable 
television  series.  It  appeared  on  USA 


Network  from  January  to  August  this 
year.  Wearing  a neon-yellow 
jumpsuit  and  suede  boots,  each  week 
I highlighted  one  animal  in  depth, 
while  they  showed  beautiful  footage 
of  the  animal  in  the  preserve.  (In  real 
life,  that  outfit  would  last  five  min- 
utes!) As  a person  in  a career  where 
grundge  is  a household  word,  I really 
got  a hoot  out  of  being  made  up  and 
powdered,  waited  on  and  spoiled.  I 
loved  it  — not  exactly  like  my  usual 
day's  work!  Ah,  show  biz. 

While  I love  my  day-to-day  work,  I 
am  even  more  excited  by  our  ac- 
complishments at  the  preserve.  Wild 
Animal  Habitat  is  one  of  the  few  zoos 
in  the  country  to  breed  the  golden  lion 
tamarin  successfully.  These  little  pri- 
mates are  probably  one  of  the  most 
endangered  mammals  in  the  world, 
with  only  150  left  in  the  wild.  We  have 
created  four  breeding  pairs  that  have 
produced  offspring  each  year  for  the 
past  four  years.  One  of  our  tamarin 


families  was  reintroduced  to  their 
wild  habitat  in  Brazil  by  a research 
team  from  the  National  Zoo.  Besides 
the  tamarins,  we  are  breeding  other 
threatened  and  endangered  species 
such  as  the  Bengal  tiger,  white 
rhinoceros,  black-footed  penguin, 
scarlet  macaw,  ring-tailed  lemur,  ad- 
dax,  and  scimitar  horned  oryx.  The 
education,  research  and  wildlife  man- 
agement we  do  not  only  benefits  our 
animals  and  those  of  other  preserves, 
but  it  helps  us  better  understand  and 
conserve  wildlife  in  their  natural 
habitat. 

When  I was  at  Pine  Manor,  I de- 
cided to  keep  my  avocation  and  voca- 
tion as  one.  I have  been  fortunate  to 
have  been  able  to  create  an  adult 
career  that  gives  me  purpose  and  sus- 
tains my  childhood  joy.  Well,  I've  got 
to  go.  Tug,  the  scarlet  macaw  is  chew- 
ing my  pencil,  and  there  is  a sneaky 
tamarin  stealing  grapes  from  my 
lunch!  4

ver  the  years.  I've  learned  a 
solitary  way  of  laughing  at  my 
own  jokes  — out  loud  and  in 
private.  Now  I dare  laugh  in  public  at 
all  puns  and  tasty  jokes,  my  behavior 
unchecked.  Now  I am  "mature,” 
thanks  to  one  serious  year  at  Pine 
Manor  in  Wellesley,  one  super  year  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  two  years  at  Claremont 
Colleges  in  California,  and  eighteen 
years  of  world  travel,  misadventure, 
and  fun.  Because  of  this  "adulthood," 
I've  decided  to  view  the  world 
through  my  own  myopically  startling 
glasses. 

The  direction  of  my  life  took  form 
when  I joined  the  American  Red 
Cross  and  was  assigned  to  an  army 
hospital  in  Denver.  The  horror  of 
those  butchered  young  men  flown  in 
daily  from  Viet  Nam  and  Korea  broke 
my  heart.  Awe,  grief,  and  numbness 
bolted  together  my  professionalism; 
it's  taken  years  to  unravel  my  experi- 
ences. Even  now,  I can't  forget  the 
MIAs  and  POWs. 


One  morning  I woke  to  hear  that 
seven  men,  dressed  in  red  pajamas  to 
show  they  were  contagious,  had  bro- 
ken out  of  the  tuberculosis  ward  the 
night  before.  They  found  a bar,  locked 
the  patrons  — and  the  arresting  offi- 
cers, I think  — in  a cellar  downstairs, 
and  enjoyed  the  evening.  Another 
week,  I signed  up  200  patients  to 
attend  a football  game.  Guess  who 
forgot  to  order  four  buses  from  the 
motor  pool  on  Saturday  morning? 
Thank  goodness  for  the  rescue  of  vet- 
eran drivers  who  volunteered  within 
an  hour.

In  1969, 1 transferred  to  South 
Korea.  Our  unit  watched  happily  as 
the  Pueblo  crew  crossed  the  Freedom 
Bridge  on  their  way  home.  Those 
faces  I'll  never  forget.  For  seven 


months,  the  2nd  Infantry  Division 
was  my  home.  The  Barrier  Fence,  six 
miles  away,  divided  north  from  south 
and  was  accepted  as  normal.  Alerts 
were  commonplace.  We  Red  Cross 
"doughnut  dollies"  — a title  we  re- 
sented — served  coffee  and  presented 
a show  even  College  Bowl  would  have 
approved.  We  also  broadcast  a special 
live  radio  program  for  troops  ending 
guard  duty  along  the  border  in  the 
morning.  I fell  in  love  with  that  exer- 
cise in  cheer  — and  those  lads  needed 
it.  I spent  five  months  south  of  Seoul 
traveling  in  jeeps  and  trucks,  skidding 
over  frozen  pontoon  bridges.  I'm  still 
proud  of  our  fine  military  men  who 
now  grapple  with  demeaning  odds  on 
many  sides.  Once  in  a while  we  girls 
had  to  keep  them  in  line,  a hard  task 
when  45  fetching  women  encounter 
50,000  troops  in  a beautiful  but  bleak 
country. 

By  the  end  of  1970, 1 returned  to 
California  by  way  of  Hong  Kong. 

With  the  gracious  help  of  Irene  Woo, 
'66,  and  her  family  I traveled  to  Japan, 
Thailand,  Burma,  India,  Iran,  Russia, 
Denmark,  and  Norway.  My  decision 
to  travel  alone  was  of  dubious  merit. 

First,  there  was  the  problem  of  the 
wigs.  Irene  ran  a wig  factory  and  had 
given  me  14  wigs  which  I added  to  my 
collection  of  7.  My  appearances  varied 
with  my  moods.  Tell  that  to  a Soviet 
visa  agent!  There  was  a second  prob- 
lem. There  was  a glint  of  curiosity  in 
the  eyes  of  a hotel  concierge  in  Ran- 
goon; the  manager  gazed  at  me 
askance  at  the  YWCA  in  New  Delhi. 
(But  the  rat  who  lived  in  my  bathtub  in 
Agra  hardly  blinked.)  Then,  there  was 
a sticky  wicket  in  Tehran.  In  helpless 
panic,  I had  discovered  part  of  my 
tooth  in  my  yogurt  — unswallowed, 
big  help!  I needed  a glue  job  — fast!  I

was  leaving  for  Moscow  in  a day.  I 
consulted  the  secretary  of  the  Ameri- 
can Embassy  for  a dentist.  Instead,  he 
invited  me  to  the  mountains;  barely 
intact,  I ran  out  of  his  office  and  hid  in 
my  hotel. 

The  most  important  skill  I've  ever 
learned,  apologies  to  Pine  Manor,  is 
how  to  cry  effectively  through  cus- 
toms. Airport  officials  despise  pas- 
sageways blocked  by  hysterical 
females  so  it  always  works.  Forget 
ERA,  ladies  need  to  pull  out  all  stops 
when  their  passports  are  missing  — a 
trick  I used  to  slip  into  Moscow.  The 
Kremlin  is  definitely  “a  trip,"  espe- 
cially in  December.  What's  winter  in 
Russia  if  you  are  not  wearing  Japanese 
rubber  boots  without  socks  as  I was 
while  a guide  describes  3500  meters  of 
icy  Volga  River?  All  I wanted  was 
some  semblance  of  a warm  bus  — and 
some  vodka.  The  Russian  people 
were  very  friendly  and  helpful,  except 
for  the  waitresses  in  government- 
owned  hotels.  They  probably  meant 
well  but  were  as  friendly  as  your  local 
KGB.  Hail  to  Lenin  week  was  big  that 
year. 

After  a year,  I returned  stateside 
and  culture  shock  set  in.  First,  I 
wanted  to  be  a cop  in  San  Diego.  I'd 
bring  Clara  Barton  to  the  inner  city. 
One  look  at  the  qualifying  exams  and  I 
took  a position  on  a crisis  center  hot- 
line. Among  other  useful  things,  I 
discovered  how  to  advise  a mother 
whose  baby  ate  cement:  no  water  to 
follow.  Then  it  was  onto  school  to 
acquire  the  credentials  for  a license  in 
radio  work.  A six- week  course  be- 
came a six-month  fiasco  as  I learned  to 
"dance  on  a turntable"  and  read  news 
from  midnight  to  six.  But  my  career 


was  cut  short.  A year  later  I ended  up 
in  superior  court  with  the  rest  of  my 
class  since  it  seems  my  instructor  em- 
ployed fraudulent  means  to  acquire 
F.C.C.  material. 

Then  I decided  to  be  the  nurse  of  the 
year.  It  was  back  to  school  where  I 
learned  about  entrails  and  cranial  de- 
posits on  paper  but  found  I had  no  gift 
in  practice.  I charted  fluid  intake  and 
output  with  varied  accuracy  accord- 
ing to  how  much  I estimated  was 
spilled.  Low  manual  dexterity,  high 
mental  anxiety  — that  was  it.  Next.

I moved  home  to  be  with  my 
mother,  a dynamite  example  of  a 
zesty  New  England  Yankee.  (I  needed 
her  more  than  she  needed  me.)  In  this 
interim,  I traveled  again  — this  time 
on  behalf  of  the  World  Anti-Com- 
munist League.  I was  a delegate 
representing  the  World  Christian 
Anti-Communist  Association.  Try  to 
pronounce  the  initials  only  (WCACA). 
Put  them  all  together  and  it  sounds 
like  you  can't  speak  English  or  you've 
lost  your  mind.  Not  to  mention 
WAPACL,  the  World  Asian  Peoples 
Anti-Communist  League.  Ninety  of 
us  trying  to  keep  the  western  hemi- 
sphere free  by  wiggling  our  mouths.  I 
was  off  to  Paraguay,  Geneva,  Perth 
and  Korea.  I loved  the  intrigue  — 
spies,  anyone?  — plus  the  festering 
melee  of  languages.  Who  knew  what 
was  being  said,  headset  or  not?  I 


learned  to  keep  quiet  — amazing!  I did 
manage  to  lose  luggage,  tickets,  then 
trip  over  a tripod  bashing  a Buddhist 
monk  on  the  head.  (He  gave  me  a 
button  for  world  harmony.)  I loved 
riding  the  elevator  in  Geneva 
sandwiched  between  Mr.  Jordan  and 
Mr.  Syria  (or  was  it  Mr.  Palestine  and 
Mr.  Arabia?)  then  coasting  endlessly 
with  Mr.  South  Africa.  I wore  prefer- 
ences for  USA  presidents  and  con- 
gressmen stacked  on  my  chest  — to 
start  conversation,  you  know.  Then, 
for  recreation  only,  I visited  Oberam- 
mergau  and  then  Munich  for  the  1980 
Oktoberfest.  I tried  to  leave  politics  at 
home  — not  so  easy  when  we  later 
visited  East  Germany. 

At  present.  I'm  living  just  with  me 
(and  35  stuffed  animals)  and  enjoying 
it.  I love  to  edit  other  people's  writing 
and  cringe  when  they  return  the 
favor.  I still  plead  the  cause  in  local 
politics.  And  I'm  finding  landlady- 
ship  is  a memorable  profession.  At 
last  report  from  next  door,  my  spigots 
are  plugged,  the  drains  inactive,  but 
the  bachelors  still  beautiful.  Oh,  to  be 
twenty-one!  Yet,  at  that  age  I thought 
of  men  as  furniture  to  be  appraised 
from  afar  though  dusted  occasionally 
with  a grunt.  Now,  I know  better,  and 
(dare  I say?)  recently  became  engaged 
to  one.  So  there  you  have  it.  Almost 
cop,  ex- nurse,  radio  DJ  extraor- 
dinaire, world  traveler  with  a pen- 
chant for  action  and  21  wigs.  Just  me 
and  enjoying  it.  A

u nr  he  ideal  exercise  program 

begins  at  4:00  in  the  morning 
...  on  your  bike  . . . put  in  50, 
60  miles,  cool  off  with  a quick  swim, 
say,  4000  or  5000  meters.  Then  a light 
breakfast,  off  to  work,  slip  in  a 20-mile 
run  at  noon,  then  a little  Nautilus 
before  dinner  and  finish  off  the  day 
with  a few  skill  sports  — tennis,  gym- 
nastics, figure  skating.  . . ." 

These  are  the  words  of  Bob  Arnot: 
CBS  commentator,  sports  doctor,  fit- 
ness expert,  the  guru  of  sports 
medicine  whose  pioneering  efforts 
have  helped  transform  athletic  train-

ing  in  this  country.  This  October,  Dr. 
Arnot  joined  students  and  faculty  at 
Pine  Manor's  first  annual  fitness  clinic 
and  lecture. 

Bob  Arnot  breezed  into  the  gym's 
fitness  room  and  within  moments  had 
students  and  visiting  trustees  alike 
leaping,  stretching,  and  jumping  to 
test  their  agility  and  coordination  and 
to  determine  their  muscle  type.  A 
nationally  renowned  expert,  Arnot 
founded  the  first  Sports  Medical  Lab 
for  the  1980  Olympics,  became  the 
U.S.  Olympic  Team  physician  and 
co-authored  a recently  published 
book,  Sportselection,  a comprehensive 
guide  to  sports  medicine  that  helps 
prospective  athletes  choose  their 
sport.  At  the  clinic,  Dr.  Arnot  used  a

series  of  simple  tests  to  demonstrate 
that  each  person  has  either  endurance 
or  sprint  muscle  fiber. 

"One  of  the  first  things  we  do  at  the 
lab  is  to  test  which  fiber  an  athlete  has 
to  determine  what  sport  the  indi- 
vidual is  best  suited  for,"  said  Arnot. 
Sprint  fiber,  he  explained,  gives  the 
athlete  quick,  explosive  power  good 
for  such  sports  as  bicycling  or  down- 
hill skiing.  "Nelson  Vails  was  a bicy- 
cle delivery  man  in  New  York  City 
when  he  came  into  the  lab.  He  had  no 
real  training  in  cycling.  We  gave  him  a 
fiber  test  (which  includes  a needle 
probe  into  the  leg  muscle),  found  he 
had  about  90%  sprint  fiber,  and  gave 
him  a track  bike.  Within  six  weeks,  we 
knew  we  had  a winner.  Joanie  Benoit, 


on  the  other  hand,  is  almost  entirely 
endurance  muscle  fiber  whereas  Mary 
Decker  has  about  an  even 
combination." 

Arnot,  whose  boyish  good  looks, 
charming  smile,  and  easy  manner 
make  him  look  more  like  the  CBS 
commentator  he  is  than  the  triathlete 
who  recently  won  the  Nantucket 
Ironman  contest,  encouraged  audi- 
ence participation.  Alumnae  mem- 
bers of  the  Visiting  Committee  on 
Student  Life  and  Athletics  (which 
sponsored  the  clinic  and  lecture)  were 
eager  volunteers.  Sheila  Wycoff , 76,  a 
recreational  therapist  from  Seattle, 
passed  the  U.S.  Ski  Team  qualifying 
test  by  jumping  over  her  purse  90 
times  in  45  seconds.  Anne Fritchman 
Hamilton,  76,  from  Malvern,  PA, 
leaped  20  inches  from  a crouch  dem- 
onstrating that  she  had  a good  per- 
centage of  sprint  muscle  fiber.  Other 
Visiting  Committee  members  attend- 
ing included:  Chairwoman  Betts 
Neuhaus  Armstrong,  75;  Lesley  Finnell 
Blanchard,  75;  Laurie  LaPlaca,  78; 
Louise  Quirk,  '81;  and  Lucy  Steere,  71. 

In  the  evening  lecture.  Dr.  Arnot 
discussed  the  origins  and  develop- 
ment of  sports  medicine.  "In  1968,  the 
United  States  had  46  gold  medals  to 
the  East  Germans'  10.  By  1976,  after 
eight  years  of  sports  medicine,  the 
East  Germans  had  reversed  those 
numbers  to  47  medals  to  our  37," 
Arnot  explained.  "The  whole  idea  of 
sports  medicine  was  something  new 
and  something  the  Soviets  and  East 
Germans  had  been  practicing,  and  it 
showed  up  in  their  medal  counts." 

Working  out  of  a remodeled  hotel 
room  in  Lake  Placid,  Bob  trained 
young  downhillers,  testing  them  for 
their  aerobic  heart/lung  threshold. 
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Fun  for  Arnot  means  300  miles  of  bicycling,  50 
miles  of  running  and  7 miles  of  swimming,  his 
basic  weekly  workout. 


Using  computerized  biomechanical 
analysis,  he  discovered  they  were 
working  at  50%  capacity.  "I  told  them 
they  had  a great  deal  more  to  give. 
Subsequently  these  juniors  went  to  to 
place  second,  fourth,  and  seventh  in 
the  Junior  Nationals  — when  they 
probably  wouldn't  have  placed  at  all 
— simply  because  they  knew  they 
could  push  themselves  that  much 
harder.” 

The  East  Germans  pioneered  a new 
concept  in  sports  medicine  called 
"motor  genius,”  said  Arnot.  "It's  the 
idea  that  someone  is  brilliant  athlet- 
ically, has  innate  understanding  of 
agility,  balance,  speed,  coordination 
already  in  his  or  her  muscles.  They  set 
out  to  collect  children  at  an  early  age 
who  demonstrate  ability  or  muscula- 
ture conducive  to  high  achievement. 
The  Austrians  adopted  this,  and 
Franz  Klammer  was  one  of  the  first 
products  of  this  program.  Of  course, 
he  won  the  gold  in  downhill  in  skiing 
in  1976."

Following  this  lead.  Dr.  Arnot  con- 
tinued, the  U.S.  Ski  Team  saw  Deb- 
orah Armstrong  competing  on  a re- 
gional team,  thought  she  had  talent, 
and  asked  her  to  take  a battery  of 
motor  analysis  tests.  She  passed  with 
flying  colors,  and,  on  this  basis. 


Is  fitness  fun?  According  to  Bob  Arnot  it  should  be-all  it  requires  is  choosing  the  right  sport.  Here , 
in  the  gym’s  weight  room,  he  explains  to  Pine  Manor  students  and  alums  how  to  select  the  one  that 
suits  their  individual  body  and  muscle  types. 


Armstrong  was  coached,  tested,  and 
trained  to  increase  her  capacity. 
Armstrong  went  on  to  win  the  gold  in 
Sarajevo. 

The  techniques  of  sports  medicine 
are  many,  said  Dr.  Arnot.  The  Soviets 
attached  monitoring  devices  to 
French  skiers  to  record  the  sounds 
their  muscles  made  as  they  descended 
a course.  These  muscle  recordings 
were  played  back  to  Soviet  skiers  as 
they  made  the  same  descent  striving 
to  imitate  the  muscle  movements  of 
the  better  skiers. 

In  ski  jumping,  new  technology 
brought  a new  understanding  of  body 
physics.  The  human  eye,  Arnot  ex- 
plained, can  break  down  vision  into 
25  frames  a second.  New  cameras, 
however,  can  record  over  400  frames  a 
second.  By  examining  these  photo- 
graphs and  studying  the  body  angles 
of  experts,  young  jumpers  can  learn 


how  to  better  position  themselves 
physically  to  win. 

"But  the  main  thing  about  any 
sport,"  and  here  the  speaker  returns 
to  his  favorite  theme,  "is  to  have  fun. 
Find  a sport  you  enjoy,  and  do  it 
regularly."  Fun  for  Arnot  means  300 
miles  of  bicycling,  50  miles  of  run- 
ning, and  7 miles  of  swimming,  his 
basic  weekly  workout.  And  what  does 
he  recommend  to  Pine  Manor 
women?  (Arnot  has  two  alumnae  sis- 
ters: Nancy  A.  Taussig,  '76,  and  Jeanne 
A.  Noonan,  73.) 

"I  recommend  a good  aerobic 
workout  like  swimming  or  roller  skat- 
ing or  jogging  four  days  a week  for  at 
least  45  minutes.  Then  you  can  sup- 
plement it  with  weight  training  three 
days  a week."  Arnot  finished  his  lec- 
ture at  9:05  and  took  off  to  catch  a 9:30 
plane  out  of  Boston.  I had  no  doubt 
he'd  make  it.  A

Back  to  the  Land: 

Tales  of  Two  '69  Graduates 


A Feast  for  the  Eyes  and  Soul

1969  was  a year  in  the  midst  of  turbu- 
lent times.  The  war  continued  to  rage  — 
on  the  fields  of  Viet  Nam  and  in  the  hearts 
of  America's  young.  Campuses  burst  into 
flames  with  rampant  riots,  protests,  and 
sit-ins.  Everything  "Establishment"  was 
out;  no  one  over  30  could  be  trusted. 
Communes  of  hippies  promoting  free  love, 
shared  possessions,  and  the  drug  experi- 
ence sprang  up  in  the  most  conservative 
enclaves.  Even  at  Pine  Manor,  a relatively 
quiet  oasis,  the  women  of  the  '60s  were 
affected  by  the  insistent  etiergy  of  the 
times. 

Maggie  Jones  and  Diana  Raphael  were 
classmates  in  1969.  Tliough  unknown  to 
each  other,  each  went  "back  to  the  land"  to 
seek  the  simple  life.  Both  acknowledge  the 
'60s  influence  upon  their  decision. 

Maggie,  a Midwesterner  who  felt  her 
accent  and  values  set  her  apart  from  her 
Eastern  classmates,  rose  at  night  to  paint 
peace  symbols  on  dorm  windows.  Later,  in 
Madison,  she  joined  the  anti-war  move- 
ment, cutting  barbed  wire  fences  police 
had  flung  protesters  against.  Maggie,  who 
owns  a Midwestern  farm,  says  she  moved 
to  the  country  "for  my  heart  — to  be  closer 
to  wild  things. " She  now  uses  her  wire 
cu  tters  to  fix  fences . 

Diana  traded  her  Pine  Manor  dorm  for  a 
tiny  room  in  Morocco  where  she  lived  for 
months  and  found  out  how  little  she 
needed  to  live.  A year  of  European  travel, 
her  marriage  to  David  Raphael  (back  from 
a winter  with  Outward  Bound),  and  the 
'60s  influence  all  helped  forge  her  desire 
for  a simple  life.  Diana,  a middle  child, 
sought  "a  way  to  stand  out,"  choosing  a 
different  path  from  siblings  and  Fairfield 
County  parents.  "This  country  life, " she 
says,  "is  something  we  grew  into.  ” 

Both  women  took  different  paths  to  a 
similar  place.  Here,  then,  are  their  tales  of 
persistence  and  strength .

Maggie  Jones'  barn  is  not  your 
standard  farmer's  barn.  She 
has  a few  calves,  a dozen 
chickens,  three  draft  horses,  some 
peacocks,  and  the  usual  cats  and 
dogs.  But  the  airy  reaches  of  her  dairy 
barn  come  alive  at  night  with  the 
muffled  flutter  of  wings  struggling  to 
fly.  Two  great  horned  owls,  two  red- 
tailed hawks,  a white  snowy  owl,  and 
a rough-legged  hawk  make  their 
home  there.  Shot,  caught  in  barbed 
wire,  or  hit  by  cars,  these  birds  of  prey 
bring  their  injured  bodies  to  Maggie's 
makeshift  hospital  for  healing  and  R 
and  R. 

A licensed  rehabilitator  and  fal- 
coner, Maggie  Jones,  '69,  moved  to 


Wisconsin  ten  years  ago  to  live  off  the 
land.  Purchasing  115  rocky  and 
wooded  acres,  she  settled  in  Blue 
River,  a place  she  calls  "a  feast  for  the 
eyes  and  soul."  With  the  help  of 
"Tom"  and  "Ruth"  and  their  3500  lbs. 
of  horsepower,  Maggie  tills  20  acres  of 
alfalfa  and  5 of  corn.  An  avid  wood- 
worker, she  spends  long  winter  days 
custom  building  and  designing  ar- 
moires,  bookshelves,  and  gun 
cabinets  for  customers  in  Madison 
and  Milwaukee.  She  works  out  of  a 
porch-turned-shop,  fully  equipped 
with  a jointer,  table  saw,  and  hand 
tools,  and  heated  by  a wood  stove. 

But  for  Maggie,  who  ekes  out  her 
living  raising  calves  or  crops  to  sell,

woodworking,  and  trading  manure 
for  vegetables  or  painting  labor  for 
welding,  her  first  love  is  the  birds.  "If 
someone  had  told  me  ten  years  ago 
that  I'd  be  training  these  beautiful 
creatures,  I would  never  have 
dreamed  I would  be  so  lucky,"  she 
says.  She  trained  with  Ursula  Peter- 
son, an  ornithologist  at  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  and  birder  friends  to 
pass  her  exams.  Now  fully  licensed, 
she  rehabs  injured  raptors  with  the 
hopes  of  returning  them  to  the  wild. 
The  experience,  she  says,  is  thrilling. 

"Just  this  morning  I passed  a beau- 
tiful female  red-tailed  hawk  which  I 
had  released  last  week  sitting  in  a tree. 
My  heart  stopped  when  I saw  her. 

She  had  come  to  me  with  a broken 
wing.  It  thrilled  me  to  see  her,  with 
those  distinctive  markings  of  hers, 
free  again  in  the  wild." 

Describing  herself  as  "their  worried 
mother,"  Maggie  spends  large 
chunks  of  her  day  feeding,  healing,  or 
studying  about  her  charges.  "I  feed 
them  the  ultimate  mouse  meat,"  she 
says.  Using  frozen  mice  and  rats,  con- 
trol animals  from  a university's  lab 
experiments,  she  skins  the  mice  and 
rips  them  up  into  bite-sized  pieces. 
"Most  of  the  birds  take  a minimum  of 
three  months  to  recover,"  says  Mag- 
gie who  releases  the  healed  birds  from 
her  farm.  "Right  now,  releasing  the 
snowy  owl  is  a problem  because  she 
lives  above  the  timberline.  She'd 
never  survive  if  I released  her  here 
since  she  flies  to  the  ground  for  pro- 
tection, using  snow  as  camouflage.  I'll 
have  to  get  special  permits  to  send  her 
up  north." 

Maggie  learned  falconry  as  a means 
to  exercise  injured  birds  back  to 
health.  "Falconry  is  a joy,"  she  says, 
"because  it  gives  me  the  chance  to  put 


a healthy  bird  through  its  acrobatic 
paces."  She  describes  one  of  her  early 
exposures  to  this  ancient  art:  "A 
friend  of  mine  was  hunting  for  rabbit 
or  squirrel  with  a red-tail.  These  birds 
have  powerful  vision  and  can  spot  a 
mouse  in  the  grass  from  a hundred 
yards  away.  She  whistled  to  her  bird, 
placing  a dead  mouse  on  her  glove. 
Suddenly,  nearly  brushing  my  eyes 
with  her  wing,  the  hawk  cut  through 
the  air  next  to  me.  The  sound  of  it  — 
so  loud  and  beautiful  — was  just 
amazing." 

The  birds,  which  consume  up  to  ten 
mice  a day,  quickly  learn  that  food 
comes  from  the  falconer  so  retrieving 
these  agile  hunters  is  not  difficult.  But 
Maggie  has  yet  to  train  her  own  hawk 
since  she  must  capture  one  from  the 
wild.  Her  rehabilitated  birds  must,  by 
law,  be  set  free. 

Birding,  though  her  first  love,  is  not 
always  the  first  order  of  business. 
Plowing,  planting,  haying,  and  har- 
vesting follow  the  seasons'  clock. 
Logging,  too,  must  be  done  before 
winter,  when  woodworking  and  fix- 
ing farm  machinery  fill  her  time.  For 
most  of  her  farm  work,  Maggie  uses 
her  horses,  finding  animal  energy  far 
more  efficient  and  cost-effective  than 
machines.  "When  I moved  to  the 
country,  I met  Jack,  my  neighbor, 
who  has  taught  me  a shrewd  way  of 
looking  at  farming,"  she  reports. 

" 'Keep  it  simple,'  he  says.  'Never 
spend  a penny  you  don't  have  to.  It's 
the  only  way  you'll  make  it  on  a 
farm.'  " 


Harvesting  four  acres  of  corn  by 
hand  seems  an  arduous  task.  But 
farmer  Jones  prefers  to  do  most  of  it 
herself.  "I  love  working  with  the 
horses.  It's  a real  ego  boost  to  stand  12 
feet  behind  them,  tossing  corn  into 
the  cart,  calling giddap  and  whoa,  and 
having  them  move  and  stop  along 
with  you.  You  can't  talk  to  a tractor 
like  that!"  For  her  20  acres  of  hay,  she 
uses  her  team  to  mow  and  rake  the 
field,  then  bales  it  with  a tractor. 

Called  the  "Driftless  Area,"  a sec- 
tion of  hills  left  unscathed  by  the 
glaciers,  this  acreage  is  a "geologic 
paradise,"  says  Maggie.  A strong  be- 
liever in  habitat  preservation,  she  has 
left  much  of  her  hilly  wooded  land  as 
it  is,  available  to  the  rabbits,  deer, 
quail,  badgers,  owls,  and  occasional 
bobcat  who  live  there.  With  her 
team's  help,  she  cuts  portions  of 
forest  to  fuel  her  two  woodstoves  and 
wood-burning  water  heater. 

Selling  her  corn  at  $3.00  per  bushel, 
her  colts  at  $300  apiece,  and  her  labor 
at  $5.00  per  hour,  her  income  hardly 
rivals  a lawyer's.  Yet  neither  does  she 
face  office  politics,  60  hours  behind  a 
desk,  or  rush  hours  imprisoned  in 
traffic.  She  says,  "Most  of  the  time  I 
feel  like  it's  the  opportunity  of  a 
lifetime  to  live  out  here  and  work  with 
these  birds  of  prey.  Being  alone  is 
sometimes  the  price  I have  to  pay,  but 
I like  the  farm,  and  I like  the  life  I'm 
living.  I have  a lot  of  blessings.  It's  like 
having  the  universe  at  your 
doorstep.  "A

Vermont  Journal

When  I was  graduated  from 
Pine  Manor  in  1969, 1 hardly 
envisioned  my  life  as  it  is 
today.  Together  with  my  husband 
David,  I live  in  a small  town  in  Ver- 
mont in  a passive-solar  home  built  by 
the  two  of  us.  David  works  as  a land- 
scape architect;  after  12  years  of  teach- 
ing, I now  work  as  a part-time 
weaver.  We're  also  the  parents  of 
three  children,  Mara,  Jory,  and  Ben, 
ages  11,  4 and  3. 

Our  love  of  the  land  and  decision  to 
live  a simple  life  evolved  over  a span 
of  ten  years  — years  that  included 
moves  in  and  out  of  the  city,  high- 
powered  jobs,  graduate  education, 
and  children.  Today,  we  love  our 
house  in  Panton,  a home  whose  views 
open  onto  the  Adirondacks.  At  times, 
choosing  to  live  in  a town  where  there 
are  more  cows  than  people  is  a strug- 
gle. But,  for  both  of  us,  it  fulfills  our 
deep  inner  need  to  live  in  the  country. 

Two  years  after  Pine  Manor,  I be- 
came an  assistant  teacher  at  a day-care 
center  in  Boston  while  David  finished 
at  Tufts.  A year  later,  after  a three- 
month  wedding  trip  across  the  U.S., 
we  became  co-directors  of  a day-care 
center  at  Hampshire  College.  That 


May,  Mara  was  born,  and  I took  a year 
off  to  be  a full-time  mom. 

Then  David  took  a new  position 
and  we  moved  further  west  into  the 
Berkshires.  Renting  a "fixer-upper," 
we  exchanged  our  rent  for  labor  and 
found  we  were  hooked  on  country 
life.  One  night  in  August,  we  awoke 
to  pounding  on  the  door  and  yells  of 
"You're  on  fire!"  We  stood  by  with  the 
whole  town  and  watched  our  house 
burn  to  the  ground.  Faulty  wiring  was 
the  culprit,  and  we  were  front  page 
news  the  next  day.  People  opened 
their  homes  and  overwhelmed  us 
with  food  and  clothing. 

After  two  weeks  with  a local  family, 
we  moved  north  where  our  house 
shared  a dirt  road  with  only  two  other 
houses.  David  took  our  one  car  to 
work  every  day,  and  with  no  trans- 
portation and  a small  baby,  I started  to 
feel  really  isolated.  So,  with  a group  of 
parents,  I started  a day-care  center  in 
nearby  Shelburne  Falls  when  Mara 
was  ten  months.  We  began  in  some- 
one's living  room  and  moved  twice 
before  settling  in  the  American  Legion 
Hall.  Despite  the  trials  of  zoning  regu- 
lations, abutters,  and  reluctant  le- 


gionnaires, the  Valley  Playschool, 

Inc.  opened  for  business  with  24  chil- 
dren, ages  four  months  to  five  years.  I 
became  the  director  and  head  teacher 
and  hired  a staff.  My  weeks  lasted  60 
hours  but  Mara  was  with  me  and  I was 
working  again.  Life  seemed  complete. 

But  then  David's  acceptance  at 
Harvard's  Graduate  School  of  Design 
:hanged  our  lives  again.  Although  I 
vas  not  ready  to  leave  the  country  or 
the  Valley  Playschool,  I supported 
David's  desire  to  pursue  landscape 
architecture.  Thus  began  our  first  ex- 
perience with  a commuter  marriage. 

It  wasn't  easy.  During  the  week 
David  lived  in  Cambridge  and  came 
home  weekends.  By  the  time  Sunday 
rolled  around,  we  were  finally  getting 
along  — and  he  had  to  leave.  To 
complicate  life  further,  Mara  devel- 
oped a tumor  in  her  left  eye  and 
underwent  successful  surgery  in  Bos- 
ton to  remove  her  eye.  Nevertheless, 
this  trauma  made  it  clear  to  me  that  for 
our  marriage  to  survive,  Mara  and  I 
would  have  to  move  to  Cambridge. 

I was  terrified  we'd  never  leave  the 
city  again.  Living  in  married  students' 
housing  on  the  seventeenth  floor  felt 
strange.  There  wasn't  a stick  of  wood 
in  the  apartment.  In  the  country,  I 
always  felt  if  disaster  struck,  we  could 
survive  off  the  land.  In  the  city,  I felt 
vulnerable.  After  a few  months'  ad- 
justment, I found  a job  as  head 
teacher  at  the  Lemberg  Children's 
Center  at  Brandeis  University.  My 
skilled  colleagues  reinforced  and  gave 
shape  to  my  teaching  approach.  And 
— a real  bonus  — it  paid  well,  and  I 
only  worked  30  hours  a week. 

With  David's  graduation  two  years 
later,  we  rented  a house  in  Harvard, 
MA.  It  was  our  first  step  back  to  the 
country,  although  I still  commuted  to

Brandeis.  Then,  after  three  years  of 
teaching,  I was  offered  — and  ac- 
cepted — the  director's  job.  Profes- 
sionally I was  flying,  but  I shared 
David's  desire  to  build  our  own  home 
and  move  to  Vermont.  A year  later, 
we  decided  to  take  the  plunge. 

I finished  at  Brandeis  June  30  and 
sadly  left  a job  I knew  would  be  hard 
to  duplicate  in  Vermont.  The  next 
day,  we  moved  onto  ten  acres  of  land 
we  had  recently  purchased  in  the 
Champlain  Valley  town  of  Panton. 
Our  "home"  was  a tent.  While  David 
worked,  I organized  contractors  to 
prepare  the  site  and  build  the  founda- 
tion. We  would  build  the  rest  to- 
gether. A week  into  our  new  lifestyle, 

I discovered  I was  pregnant.  We  were 
the  talk  of  the  town  that  summer: 
"They're  living  in  a tent,  building 
their  own  house,  and  did  you  know 
she's  pregnant?"  The  local  building 
inspector  would  bring  me  vegetables 
and  flowers,  while  my  mother  wor- 
ried constantly,  saying,  "Diana,  you 
don't  have  to  be  a pioneer. " 

With  his  Harvard  training,  David 
designed  a small  passive-solar  home 
to  be  heated  by  the  sun  with  a wood 
stove  for  backup.  Nestled  in  a clearing 
over  a seasonal  stream,  it  would  view 
the  Adirondack  Mountains.  To  shel- 
ter us  while  we  built  the  house,  we 
constructed  an  8 x 16'  cabin  with  two 
sleeping  lofts,  which  is  now  David's 
office.  We  had  room  for  our  re- 
frigerator, camp  stove,  wood  stove,  a 
table  and  four  chairs.  An  outside 
faucet  provided  water,  and  I wired  the 
cabin  for  electricity. 

The  cabin  proved  to  be  a useful 
learning  tool.  We  did  not  repeat  the 
mistakes  we  made  on  the  cabin  in 
building  the  house.  In  September,  we 
moved  in,  and  thanks  to  a mild  winter 


built  the  house  straight  through  to 
March.  Sometimes  I could  hardly  be- 
lieve what  we  were  doing.  Here  I was 
mid-winter,  four  inches  of  clay  stuck 
to  my  boots,  pregnant  belly  protrud- 
ing, balancing  14-foot  lengths  of 
lumber.  But  we  were  building  a home 
on  our  piece  of  God's  country  and 
fulfilling  a dream  we  both  had. 

That  fall,  I looked  for  a job  and 
confirmed  my  suspicions.  What  pre- 
school jobs  were  available  paid

minimum  wage.  Nevertheless,  I 
found  a part-time  position  in  a nearby 
school  as  a preschool  home  visitor. 
The  job  involved  working  with  devel- 
opmentally  delayed  children  and 
their  parents  in  their  homes  in  a com- 
pensatory education  program. 

Meanwhile,  we  raced  to  finish  our 
house  before  the  baby  arrived  since 
we  planned  on  having  a home  birth. 
We  almost  made  it.  Jory  was  born  Feb. 
15,  two  weeks  early,  in  my  brother's 
home;  three  weeks  later,  we  moved 


into  our  unfinished  house.  We  were 
exhausted.  I took  two  months  off. 

A year  later  I was  pregnant  again. 
Thanksgiving  Day,  1981,  was  very 
special  with  Benjamin's  arrival, 
another  home  birth  with  midwives. 
My  preschool  job,  two  days  a week, 
became  an  emotional  necessity.  Part- 
time  work  and  full-time  motherhood 
gave  my  life  a good  balance. 

For  years  we  had  carried  around  a 
36-inch  floor  loom  David  gave  me 
when  Mara  was  born.  Weaving  was  a 
hobby.  The  loan  of  my  loom  to  a 
friend,  Lynn  Yarrington,  eventually 
led  to  my  working  two  afternoons  a 
week  in  her  studio  as  a production 
weaver.  What  a release  for  me!  Since 
our  move,  my  life  had  centered  on  the 
house,  jobs,  and  children.  Now,  for 
the  first  time  in  years,  I made  a deci- 
sion for  myself.  My  right  brain  started 
functioning  again.  Colors  jumped  out 
at  me.  I looked  at  everything  with  new 
eyes.  When  a restructuring  at  my  job 
called  for  working  full-time,  I gave  it 
up  and  decided  to  weave  for  a year. 

The  year  is  over,  and  I'm  still  weav- 
ing. I weave  many  of  the  studio's 
tapestries,  help  choose  colors,  and 
contribute  to  the  design  process.  I'm 
attending  craft  fairs  and  discovering 
the  competiton  is  fierce.  Now  I must 
decide  whether  to  weave  for  Lynn 
who  sells  nationwide  or  start  out  on 
my  own. 

Keeping  your  options  open  is  part 
of  living  in  Vermont.  Job  opportuni- 
ties are  not  the  same  as  in  a city.  We 
must  travel  farther  for  shopping  for 
food.  But  little  can  compare  with  this 
70-degree  fall  day  glowing  with  warm 
yellows  and  oranges  and  six  different 
neighbors  waving  as  I drive  to  the 
corner  store.  On  days  like  these,  I am 
glad  for  the  choices  we've  made.  A 
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Fighting  from  the  Trenches: 

A Journey  toward  Entrepreneurship

s a 39-year-old  single  parent,  I 
have  raised  my  15-year-old 
daughter,  Catherine  Ashton, 
and  developed  a successful  market 
research  and  strategic  planning  busi- 
ness in  Denver.  My  journey  toward 
entrepreneurship  has  not  been  direct, 
but  rather  like  fighting  while  blinded 
from  the  trenches.  My  feminine  self, 
which  occasionally  wants  a Cinderella 
existence,  wars  with  a self  that  is  at 
one  moment  shy  and  at  another  beam- 
ing before  an  audience.  I've  fought 
with  the  politics  of  organizations,  un- 
known boards  of  directors,  elections, 
and  fate.  But  the  struggle  is  like  fight- 
ing while  blinded  because  my  journey 
has  evolved  through  many  short  steps 
rather  than  from  a long-term  vision  of 
where  I wanted  to  go. 

I've  always  found  a career  that 
made  me  want  to  get  up  in  the  morn- 
ing, but  my  Pine  Manor  experiences 
taught  me  that  choosing  a direction 
would  not  be  easy.  It  was  hard  to 
focus  since  I liked  it  all,  except  for 
foreign  languages.  Perhaps  it  was  be- 
cause I like  reading  and  thought  litera- 
ture had  philosophical  value  that  I 
majored  in  English  at  Finch  College 
and  later  received  a master's  so  1 could 
teach. 

Landing  my  first  job  was  a lesson  in 
marketing  myself,  even  though  I 
didn't  feel  ready.  At  a party,  I met  the 
English  department  chairman  of  a 
local  private  school.  He  needed  a 
teacher  trainee  for  a year.  I volun- 
teered although  it  was  hard  to  imag- 
ine myself  standing  before  a class  — a 
feeling  that  lasted  a week  or  so  into 
the  job.  Then  I loved  it. 

Two  years  later,  a marriage  and 
move  to  Washington,  D.C.,  led  me  to 
a local  employment  agency.  I was  told 
my  English  skills  would  translate  well 
into  research  consulting  work.  But 


when  the  employment  agent's  hus- 
band hired  me,  I was  sure  it  was 
because  I had  the  skills  of  a "gofer" 
and  that  someone  liked  blondes.  But 
at  my  new  job,  I learned  that  long 
hours  of  grading  themes  and  trying  to 
understand  students'  intentions  had 
given  me  an  invaluable  skill.  I could 
work  with  a senior  partner  on  topics 
in  which  I had  no  expertise.  Not  only 
could  I "gofer"  effectively,  but  I could 
edit  a report  whose  ideas  had  skipped 
a beat  or  needed  fleshing  out. 

During  the  next  year  as  I honed  my 
skills,  my  interest  in  economics  and 
business  began  to  bloom.  But  a series 
of  personal  issues  and  divorce  led  me 
to  train  my  replacement,  resign,  plan 
a move,  only  to  stay  in  Washington  to 
seek  a new  job. 

After  some  months  of  unemploy- 
ment, I was  hired  by  the  Department 
of  Energy  to  do  marketing,  advertis- 
ing, and  education  for  the  new  field  of 


energy  conservation.  Finally,  I 
thought,  I was  on  my  career  path.  But 
one  month  later,  a reorganization 
(four  months  long)  left  me  with  noth- 
ing to  do  but  report  to  work.  After 
weeks  of  shopping,  reading,  and  ten- 
nis lessons,  I decided  to  apply  to  busi- 
ness school.  I chose  business  over  law 
because  I had  a child  and  could  not 
attend  school  every  night.  Looking 
back,  it  was  a better  choice  for  me. 

Once  the  reorganization  ended,  I 
was  assigned  to  work  with  a small 
group  of  people  to  develop  and  im- 
plement full-scale  marketing  pro- 
grams with  paid  advertising,  public 
relations,  retail  store  materials,  direct 
mail,  and  market  research.  The  pro- 
grams, designed  to  increase  aware- 
ness of  energy  conservation,  were 
controversial  but  won  awards.  In  ad- 
dition, two  nights  a week,  I went  back 
to  school  for  an  M.B.  A.  in  marketing 
at  George  Washington  University. 
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"My  job  was  gone  . . . [but]  the  meaning  of  risk 
had  changed  for  me.  I decided  I could  indeed  start 
my  own  business."

The  working/studying  combination 
was  a good  one.  The  classroom  work 
came  alive  as  I worked  on  practical 
solutions  at  my  job  during  the  day. 

On  the  home  front,  my  combination 
of  work,  travel,  school,  and  a young 
child  meant  live-in  help  for  a couple  of 
years.  I was  lucky.  I found  an  unmar- 
ried woman  who  was  expecting  a 
child  to  live  in  at  an  affordable  rate.  At 
last  I felt  settled.  My  marketing  skills 
and  English  training  combined  in  a 
way  that  challenged  me. 

After  four  great  years,  the  changing 
of  the  guard  at  the  White  House 
ended  energy  conservation  funding 
and  my  job.  So,  I returned  to  school  to 
finish  my  M.B.A.  Then  it  was  on  to 
Denver  to  a position  with  a research 
firm  that  had  worked  on  our  pro- 
grams in  Washington.  My  respon- 
sibilities included  starting  a new  divi- 
sion to  develop  and  market  a new 
computer  data  base  research  tool. 
After  a year,  the  Board  of  Directors 
changed  the  company's  direction, 
and  the  division  was  closed  down. 
This  process  was  rough  and  angry.  I 
considered  raising  funds  for  a joint 
venture  to  keep  the  business.  The  idea 
of  my  own  business  had  dawned,  but 
I was  not  ready. 

With  the  help  of  contacts  and 
friends,  I began  a market  research 
practice,  but  without  the  conviction 
that  I really  wanted  to  be  on  my  own. 
So,  when  a vice-presidency  for  adver- 
tising for  a new  cable  TV,  video,  and 
computer  franchise  company  was  of- 
fered, I took  the  job  and  ran.  I learned 
what  a franchise  was  all  about  and  a 
great  deal  about  cable  TV,  video,  and 
personal  computer  advertising  and 
retailing.  Again,  I collected  skills  and 
gained  a perspective  not  taught  in 
business  school. 

The  tides  turned,  and  the  company 


did  not  meet  its  projections.  A new 
president  was  brought  in  who  dis- 
agreed with  the  advertising  approach 
another  vice-president  and  I had  de- 
veloped. After  a year,  to  cut  costs  and 
change  company  strategy,  four  vice- 
presidents  were  asked  to  resign.  My 
job  was  gone,  but  I realized  how  many 
of  my  colleagues  in  large  corporations 
had  experienced  similar  reorganiza- 
tions. The  meaning  of  "risk”  had 
changed  for  me. 

The  risk  of  having  my  own  business 
suddenly  seemed  no  more  risky  than 
having  a corporate  job.  I decided  I 
could  indeed  start  my  own  business. 
Within  a few  months,  I joined  forces 
with  a colleague  and  friend,  also  a job 
casualty  of  two  large  companies.  After 
a year,  we  formalized  our  partnership 
as  Mason-Norris  & Appelbaum  Re- 
search and  Planning.  Our  commit- 
ment to  develop  our  own  business  is 
stronger  than  ever.  We  will  modify 
our  services  to  clients  to  keep  pace 
with  what  the  market  will  buy. 

Our  journey  towards  entrepre- 
neurship is  not  over.  At  first  we  relied 
upon  referred  business  — but  I knew 
we  needed  a service  that  would  dis- 
tinguish us  from  the  competition  and 
one  we  could  aggressively  market. 
Both  of  us  liked  teaching  — how  to 
best  use  these  skills?  In  Washington,  I 
had  learned  a technique  of  strategic 
planning  and  brainstorming  called 
"Force  Field  Analysis."  I knew  that 
Force  Field  sessions  worked  well  and 
helped  groups  focus  on  their  "critical 
competitive  paths."  But  months 
passed  and  we  found  ourselves 
neither  developing  this  concept  nor 
prospecting  for  the  future. 

After  weathering  a few  cycles  of 
drought  and  plenty,  we  realized  we 
would  survive,  we  wanted  to  be  entre- 
preneurs, and  we  now  wanted  to  do  it 


well.  This  was  stage  two.  We  set  up 
business  goals,  a marketing  plan, 
prospecting  processes,  and  devel- 
oped materials  for  a Force  Field  Plan- 
ning service.  We  test  marketed  the 
Force  Field  material  with  associates 
and  gave  freebies  to  nonprofits.  We 
soon  learned  it  was  more  effective  to 
sell  the  sessions  to  ad  agencies,  PR 
firms,  and  other  consultants  than  to 
sell  it  directly  to  clients  ourselves. 

The  fates  were  with  us.  Business 
Week  documented  the  trend  away 
from  ivory  tower  strategic  planning 
towards  planning  in  the  trenches. 

And  we  had  the  process,  Force  Field 
Planning  Sessions,  to  help.  Vice- 
presidents  or  CEOs  could  carry  out 
their  planning  with  their  in-house 
staff  and  outside  agencies  working  as 
one  group. 

Our  business  has  grown  to  include 
corporate  and  grant  research  projects, 
and  we're  now  developing  business 
in  several  other  states.  Day  to  day,  I 
find  our  business  exciting  and  chal- 
lenging. The  key  to  our  survival  has 
been  the  complementary  nature  of 
our  skills  and  personalities.  It's  more 
fun  to  share  the  efforts  and  the 
agonies  together,  and  critical  to  have 
someone  to  help  proof  your  work.  We 
still  find  keeping  our  overhead  low 
and  our  clients  impressed  a difficult 
line  to  walk.  We  do  have  offices  out- 
side our  homes  and  have  recently 
hired  an  agency  to  redo  our  materials. 

There  is  still  the  "fighting  in  the 
trenches"  feeling  as  we  push  our- 
selves forward  and  look  to  the  future. 
But  I feel  good  about  having  responsi- 
bility for  my  livelihood  and  seeing  my 
efforts  succeed.  The  journey  is  more 
defined.  We're  no  longer  struggling 
for  our  personal  "careers"  but  instead 
are  building  a business.  Entrepre- 
neurship is  a creative  way  to  live.  A 
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A Scholar's  Look  at  Parenthood: 
Dr.  Nia  Lane  Chester

When  Dr.  Nia  Lane  Chester 
joined  Pine  Manor's  faculty 
last  year,  she  brought  excel- 
lent credentials,  a strong  teaching 
background,  and  over  seven  years  of 
research  experience.  A research  psy- 
chologist with  degrees  from  Boston 
University  (Ph.D.),  Columbia  (M.A.), 
and  Smith  (B.  A.),  her  recent  work  has 
focused  on  families  and  their  adapta- 
tions to  transition  and  stress. 

With  a strong  interest  in  studying 
how  adults  and  children  cope.  Dr. 
Chester's  work  has  ranged  from 
studying  how  the  parenting  role 
changes  over  time  to  understanding 
how  families  adapt  to  divorce.  This 
past  August,  with  co-authors  Joseph 
Healy  and  Deborah  Cohen  of  B.U., 
she  presented  a paper  to  the  Ameri- 
can Psychological  Association  in  To- 
ronto. Entitled  "Sibling  Relationships 
and  Children's  Post-separation  Ad- 
justment," the  paper  discussed  pre- 
liminary findings  on  a study,  led  by 
B.U.'s  Dr.  Abigail  Stewart,  of  school- 
aged  children  whose  parents  were 
undergoing  separation  or  divorce.  Dr. 
Chester's  interest  was  to  learn 
whether  sibling  relationships  mediate 
the  stress  of  a divorce  for  children  and 
facilitate  their  adaptation  to  the 
change.  At  present,  the  findings  of 
the  128-family  study  suggest  that  sib- 
ling relationships  intensify  following 
a divorce  and  may  have  an  important 
effect  on  how  children  respond  to  the 
divorce.  Dr.  Chester  currently  seeks 
funding  for  a study  to  clarify  the  na- 
ture of  sibling  relationships. 

In  a second  research  project  span- 
ning seven  years.  Dr.  Chester  is  look- 
ing at  how  parenting  roles  and  self- 
concept  change  as  a child  develops. 
With  foundation  and  government 
support.  Dr.  Chester  has  interviewed 


20  families  at  four  intervals:  when  the 
mothers  were  pregnant  or  had  just 
delivered  their  first  child;  when  the 
children  were  a year  old;  when  they 
were  two  to  three;  and  most  recently, 
when  they  were  six  to  seven. 

A mother  of  two  boys,  Dr.  Chester 
commented  on  her  finds  in  a recent 
interview.  "One  of  my  questions  con- 
cerns how  a mother's  view  of  the  role 
of  parenting  changes  over  time.  What 
are  the  satisfactions  and  stresses?  At 
each  time,  mothers  rated  parenting  as 
easier  than  they  had  rated  it  at  the 
previous  data  collection.  Looking 
back  now,  they  describe  parenting  as 
being  harder  than  they  had  said  it  was

at  that  time.  Their  memory  of  this 
experience  may  have  changed,  or  on 
the  other  hand,  it  may  be  that  parent- 
ing is  difficult,  but  it's  hard  to  admit 
that  in  the  present. 

"Parents  feel  the  least  competent 
when  a child  is  just  born  and  when  the 
child  reaches  seven,  but  less  so  in- 
between.  I think  this  is  because  in  the 
beginning  the  mother  is  faced  with  a 
totally  new  experience  that  signifi- 
cantly alters  her  life.  After  a period  of 
time  though,  the  parents  adjust. 
Then,  at  seven,  the  child  faces  his  or 
her  first  social  situations  in  church  or 
school,  and  the  parents'  success  in 
their  role  is  judged  in  a public  way  by 
the  child's  behavior. 

"A  third  finding  is  that  parenting 
follows  a developmental  course.  For 


example,  what  is  most  satisfying 
changes  over  time.  Initially,  a parent 
enjoys  watching  a child  develop,  then 
later  enjoys  the  teaching  and  influenc- 
ing role.  Finally  she  enjoys  doing 
things  and  going  places  with  them." 
Dr.  Chester  recently  submitted  find- 
ings of  this  study  in  a paper  sent  to  the 
Eastern  Psychological  Association. 
She  is  currently  analyzing  the  fathers' 
responses  to  see  how  they  compared 
to  the  mothers'. 

Nia  Chester's  commitment  to  re- 
search was  a later  development  in  her 
professional  history.  After  receiving  a 
master's  in  the  teaching  of  social 
studies  from  Columbia,  she  taught  in 
a New  York  high  school  for  four  years. 
Then  after  marrying  and  a year  in 
Cambridge,  England,  she  returned  to 
teach  in  an  alternative  high  school  in 
Boston.  She  began  a doctorate  pro- 
gram at  B.U.'s  School  of  Education 
with  the  intent  of  going  into  teacher 
education.  The  birth  of  her  first  child 
changed  all  that.  "I  was  blown  away 
by  the  experience,"  she  says.  "When  I 
had  a baby,  I realized  I had  been  so 
involved  in  my  intellectual  achieve- 
ment, I had  nearly  passed  up  the 
chance  to  have  children.  I realized 
what  a tremendous  loss  that  would 
have  been."  As  a result  of  this,  and 
her  B.U.  course  work,  Nia  became 
interested  in  doing  empirical  research 
on  the  conflict  women  often  experi- 
ence in  their  desire  to  achieve  intellec- 
tually and  to  raise  a family. 

She  took  one  last  course  for  her 
education  degree  with  now  Associate 
Professor  Abigail  Stewart  who  is,  she 
says,  "an  extraordinary  person." 

"She  is  an  exceptionally  competent 
and  creative  social  scientist  who  is 
also  a very  down-to-earth  individual. 
She  quickly  became  my  mentor.  She 
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is  the  kind  of  person  who  drags  you 
yelling  and  screaming  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  your  potential.” 

Fascinated  by  Dr.  Stewart  and  her 
work,  Nia  Chester  moved  from  the 
School  of  Education  to  B.U.'s  pro- 
gram in  psychology.  ”1  began  my 
Ph.D.  in  order  to  do  research.  In  my 
mind,  however,  I always  wanted  to 
return  to  teaching.” 

For  the  next  four  years,  Dr.  Chester, 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Stewart, 
devoted  much  of  her  study  to  research 
upon  women,  transitions, and  adapta- 
tions to  change.  As  an  intern  at 
Radcliffe's  Murray  Center,  she 
analyzed  data  on  career  development 
in  college  and  high  school  women. 
Upon  graduation  from  B.U.,  Dr. 
Chester  returned  to  the  Murray  Cen- 
ter as  a Radcliffe  Research  Scholar  to 
study  the  development  of  occupa- 
tional and  parenting  roles  of  mothers 
of  preschool  children. 

Now  at  Pine  Manor,  Dr.  Chester 
enjoys  teaching  once  again  and  being 
a role  model  for  the  students.  "It's 
exciting  to  watch  them  begin  to  take 
themselves  seriously  as  scholars,”  she 
says,  and  hopes  more  students  will 
enter  research.  "It's  particularly  satis- 
fying to  feel  you  are  making  a real 
contribution,  providing  real  evidence 
for  what  is  true  about  real-life  events. 
In  the  future,  I would  like  to  do  re- 
search on  the  experiences  of  women 
who  choose  single-sex  colleges  and 
what  the  consequences  of  that  choice 
are  for  them.  I could  use  Pine  Manor 
as  a pool  and  perhaps  use  senior 
psych  students  as  research  students. 
Most  of  all,  there  is  fabulous  support 
for  good  teaching  here,  and  I also  feel 
grateful  and  pleased  that  Pine  Manor 
has  been  so  supportive  of  my  seeking 
research  money.”  A 


Psych  Panel  Returns  to  Campus 


Figuring  out  what  you'd  like 
to  do  with  your  psychology 
major  is  like  putting  together 
pieces  of  a large  puzzle,”  said 
Sarah  Stimpson  Strong,  '83,  a 
teacher  at  Pine  Manor's  Child 
Study  Center.  "You  have  to  be 
patient,  pay  your  dues,  and  really 
be  willing  to  listen,”  said  Debra 
Tribley  Shuman,  '75,  a personnel 
administrator  at  Lasertron,  Inc.,  a 
high  technology  firm  in  Bur- 
lington, MA. 

Such  encouragement  and  advice 
abounded  when  four  Pine  Manor 
graduates  returned  to  campus  this 
fall  to  offer  undergraduates  in 
psychology  their  collective  wisdom 
and  experience  regarding  career 
options.  Organized  by  Career  Ser- 
vices Director  Marie  Smith,  the 
panel  discussed  opportunities  in 
personnel,  social  services  for  the 
elderly,  early  childhood  education 
and  psychotherapy.  Sarah  Bliss 
Seamans,  '83,  a case  manager  at 
Southwest  Boston  Senior  Services, 
and  Jane  Plummer,  '70,  a 
psychotherapist  and  doctoral  stu- 
dent specializing  in  eating  disor- 
ders, joined  Sarah  Strong  and 
Debra  Shuman  to  share  with  stu- 
dents the  triumphs  and  trials  of 
their  various  career  paths. 

"My  course  work  in  adult 
psychology  and  my  senior  intern- 
ship at  Senior  Services  are  what 
convinced  me  to  work  with  the 
elderly,”  said  Sarah  Seamans. 
Sarah  currently  coordinates 
homemaking,  cleaning,  and  medi- 
cal services  for  a caseload  of  75 
clients  in  greater  Boston.  Sarah 
Strong  agreed;  her  senior  intern- 


ship proved  crucial  in  her  decision 
to  choose  teaching  as  a career.  She 
encouraged  psychology  majors  to 
enter  education. 

All  the  alumnae  warned  stu- 
dents about  the  occupational 
hazards  of  too  much  paperwork, 
difficult  bosses,  and  trying  bureac- 
racies,  but  encouraged  them  to 
persist  in  their  job  hunt  until  they 
find  the  right  "match.”  Debbie 
Shuman  commented,  "My  com- 
pany grew  from  50  employees  to 
200  employees  in  18  months.  The 
work  was  overwhelming,  but  very 
exciting.” 

"But  are  there  opportunities  in 
psychology  with  only  a B.  A.?” 
asked  Psychology  Club  President 
Janine  Kehoe,  '85.  "An  employ- 
ment agency  I talked  with  said  they 
knew  taxi  drivers  with  psych  de- 
grees. " "Get  your  foot  in  the  door 
and  persevere,”  offered  Jane 
Plummer.  "Once  I found  an  intern- 
ship at  Mass  General  Hospital,  a 
supervisor  took  an  interest  in  me 
and  before  long,  I was  doing  seri- 
ous research.”  Jane's  current  re- 
search for  her  dissertation  focuses 
on  countertransference  in  eating 
disorders.  "I  never  dreamed  I'd  be 
doing  the  work  I'm  doing  now 
when  I studied  psych  at  Pine 
Manor,”  she  said. 

Persistence,  flexibility,  willing- 
ness to  network,  and  knowing 
yourself  were  the  panel's  recurrent 
themes  and  directives  for  success. 
"When  I get  up  in  the  morning.  I'm 
happy  to  be  going  to  work,"  said 
Sarah  Strong.  "That's  the  main 
thing  to  find  for  yourself."  A 
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'Eighty-eighters 
Bring  Diversity 
to  Pine  Manor 


With  everything  but  the  kitchen  sink,  ‘eighty-eighters  mailed  in  en  masse  this  September. 


One  hundred  eighty-eight  stu- 
dents, toting  suitcases,  huge 
plants,  trunks,  and  parents, 
arrived  at  Pine  Manor  for  their  first 
semester  this  September.  Hailing 
from  27  states  and  16  foreign  coun- 
tries, the  class  of  1988  brought  out- 
standing talents  and  rich  diverse 
backgrounds  to  the  Pine  Manor 
community. 

To  begin  with,  this  class  includes 
two  National  Merit  finalists,  six  most 
valuable  players  in  various  sports, 
two  award-winning  artists,  four  high 
school  class  presidents,  an  interna- 
tional squash  champion,  a national 
journalism  award  winner,  twenty 
student  government  representatives, 
a junior  national  golf  champion,  sev- 
eral champion  horseback  riders,  and  a 
host  of  talented  actresses  and  musi- 
cians. In  addition,  foreign  students 
from  as  far  afield  as  Malaysia,  Spain, 
Kuwait,  Japan,  Greece,  Colombia, 
Scotland,  Ecuador,  Saudi  Arabia, 
Belgium,  and  Peru  bring  their  rich 
cultural  backgrounds  to  strengthen 
the  freshman  class. 

"Eighty-eighters"  come  from 
across  the  country  with  the  Northeast 
providing  some  of  the  strongest  sup- 
port. Massachusetts  leads  the  group 
with  31  home-state  students,  fol- 
lowed by  New  York  with  19,  New 
Jersey  with  17,  and  Connecticut  with 
15.  Another  13  left  Florida  and  14  left 
California  to  brave  New  England  win- 
ters. Michigan,  Illinois,  Texas,  and 
Vermont  sent  four  women  each  to 
Pine  Manor  this  year. 


Alumnae  also  bolstered  the  class 
with  twenty  new  students  whose 
mother,  sister,  cousin,  aunt,  or 
grandmother  attended  Pine  Manor. 
Another  twenty  students  transferred 
from  other  colleges.  Although  a third 
of  them  are  undecided  about  their 
major,  a strong  24  percent  plan  to 
concentrate  in  management;  the  rest 
show  interest  in  ten  different  areas  of 
study.  Fifty-two  percent  plan  to  pur- 
sue their  B.  A.  degree  at  Pine  Manor, 
which  is  an  increase  of  13  percent  over 
1983.  Academically,  the  new  students 


are  strong  with  both  SAT  score  aver- 
ages and  cumulative  high  school 
grade  point  averages  on  the  rise. 

Alumnae  are  to  be  thanked  for  sup- 
porting Pine  Manor's  future  by  send- 
ing such  widely  diverse  and  interest- 
ing students  back  to  their  alma  mater 
(see  following  article).  Where  else 
would  you  find  a gourmet-cooking 
teacher,  a U.S.  Senate  intern,  an 
Outward  Bound  participant,  and  185 
other  talented  and  active  students  all 
in  the  same  class?

For  most  of  us,  our  last  contact 
with  the  Admissions  Office  was 
when  we  arrived,  all  excitement 
and  nerves,  for  our  college  interview. 
For  most,  our  contact  ends  there.  But 
alumnae  are  actually  one  of  the  richest 
resources  a college  has  to  find  talented 
applicants.  In  fact,  the  success  of 
many  college  admissions  marketing 
plans  can  be  measured  by  the  number 
of  committed  alumnae  volunteers. 
Who  else  could  be  better  suited  to 
share  information  and  enthusiasm 
about  Pine  Manor  College  than  those 
who  benefited  from  their  education 
here?  Such  volunteers  extend  the 
“arm”  of  the  Admissions  Office  into 
preparatory  schools  and  high  schools 
far  beyond  the  reach  of  the  Admis- 
sions staff. 

To  tap  this  invaluable  resource,  the 
Admissions  office  is  mounting  a new 
program  aimed  at  developing  our 
alumnae  networks  nationwide  to  ex- 
pand the  roster  of  prospective  stu- 
dents. Under  the  direction  of  Lee  Van 
Syckle,  Assistant  Director  of  Admis- 
sions, the  Admissions  office  will  work 
closely  with  these  volunteer  “recruit- 
ers” to  identify  schools  to  be  visited 
and  applicants  to  be  considered. 

First,  the  Admissions  office  will  in- 
vite the  area  chairwomen  to  develop 
interest  and  activity  in  major  cities 
and  regions  throughout  the  country. 
Then,  together  with  a committee  of 
alumnae  volunteers,  the  chairwoman 
will  coordinate  recruitment  efforts, 
pooling  alumnae  talents,  ideas,  and 
contacts  to  attract  prospective  stu- 
dents. These  committees  will  work  to 


identify  high  schools  to  be  visited  in 
their  area  and  send  an  alumnae  volun- 
teer to  represent  the  College  at  local 
College  Fair  Nights.  Updated  fre- 
quently with  news  and  information 
about  changes  and  growth  at  Pine 
Manor  — progress  on  the  Annenberg 
Library  and  Communications  Center, 
new  courses  added,  and  college 
events  — alumnae  can  communicate 
the  impressive  offerings  of  the  Col- 
lege to  prospective  students.  Equally 
important,  alumnae  familiar  with 
local  schools  and  students,  can  iden- 
tify applicants  who  would  be  a good 
“match,”  whose  particular  interests 
and  talents  would  enrich  Pine  Manor.

In  the  renovated  coach  house  library, 
the  Evelyn  Beveridge  Russell  Reading 
Room,  the  Hess  Gallery,  and  the 
Elizabeth  Adelaide  Connelley  Room 
will  be  rededicated. 

The  construction  of  the  building 
itself  is  also  progressing  quickly.  In 
September,  the  steel  girders  arrived 
and  roof  work  began.  The  Geo-Pump 
heating  and  cooling  system,  which 
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National  Model  United  Nations  General  Assembly  in  New  York  City 


exchanges  heat  from  the  earth 
through  a series  of  650-foot  shafts, 
was  completed  in  August,  and  the 
pump  to  make  this  energy-efficient 
system  operational  was  installed  in 
early  October.  The  renovated  coach 
house  building  has  been  reshingled 
and  stained  to  match  its  original  pat- 
tern, which  will  be  duplicated 
throughout  the  new  addition.  The 
shingles  blend  with  the  Abercrombie 
Fine  Arts  Center,  giving  the  entire 
complex  a unified  look.

Pine  Manor  Student 
Appointed  to  Model 
United  Nations 

Every  year,  over  1300  college  students 
come  to  New  York  City  from  across 
theU.S.,  Canada,  and  Puerto  Rico  to 
participate  in  the  National  Model 
U.N.  (NMUN).  Through  this  program, 
students  learn  first-hand  about  the 
U.N.,  recreating  real-life  assemblies 
and  following  U.N.  procedures.  Each 
participating  college  is  assigned  a 
country  and  represents  it  on  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  Security  Council,  and 
on  all  committees  on  which  that  coun- 
try sits.  Each  delegation  researches  its 
country's  positions  in  order  to  act 
much  as  the  actual  delegates  would. 
Current  issues  are  debated,  and  reso- 
lutions passed.  Experienced  students 
are  selected  in  advance  to  act  as  Secre- 
tary General  and  to  head  the  various 
commissions,  councils,  and  agencies. 

Pine  Manor  College  has  partici- 
pated in  the  NMUN  since  1975  under 
the  leadership  of  Political  Science  Pro- 
fessor Gary  Harris.  This  year,  for  the 


first  time.  Pine  Manor  Senior  Bonnie 
Magoon  has  been  appointed  to  the 
NMUN  secretariat.  She  will  serve  as 
director  of  the  International  Bank  for 
Reconstruction  and  Development, 
also  known  as  the  World  Bank. 

At  Pine  Manor,  Bonnie  is  pursuing 
an  Individualized  B.A.  in  Interna- 
tional Relations  and  Cross-Cultural 
Counseling.  She  has  completed  a re- 
search internship  at  the  World  Affairs 
Council  in  Boston,  helping  to  develop 
a communications  network  among 
Boston-area  international  organiza- 
tions, and  is  now  interning  in  the 
International  Student  Office  at 
Northeastern  University.
